John Anholdt Exonerated for
Accidentally Killing Henry

HENRY LEESE

A bullet In his heart from a ravolver In
the hand of John Anholdt instantly killed
ll-yenr-old Henry Leess, #opn of John
Leans, of 124 Norith Lelthgow street, on
Anholdt's farm st Swaln, near  Wild-
wood, N. J., yextordny.

Anholdt, who In almost prostrated be-
cause he cnused the death of the boy,
win exonerated today by the Coroner's
Jury, which held that the shooling was
aceldantal. The will brought

THAW ATTACKS SOME
PHILADELPHIA PAPERS
WHILE IN HARRISBURG

Stanford White's Slayer |
Also Gives Out Treatise
on Insanity—Due to Ar-
rive Home Tonight at
6:35 o'Clock.

Harry K. Thaw passed through Har-
risburg enrly this afternoon on his way
home to Pittsburgh, stopping long enough
to dellvar a bitter attack on some Phila-
delphin newspapers and n carefully pre-
pared treatise on insanity. As usual, ho
had sufMcient carbon coplen of the latter
to nee that every newnpnaper man In alght
got one.

Just why Thaw should e angry at the
Philadeiphia papers was not altogethor
clear, hut apparently he wnn grieved he-
cause they had not taken him so per!-
ounly as had the New York papers. Thaw
will reach Plttaburgh at 6.3 o'clock.

Thaw left here for Plttsburgh, his old
home, where hin mother awaita him, at
840 o'elock thin momning. For 10 minutes
prior to the departure of the traln Thaw
stamped around Broad Street Statlon,
looking an pleasod an Punch. For the first
time nince he arrived In this city he had
drawn a erowd, This pleased him greatly,
for he had been plgued bocause Philadel-
phla had not lined the strects to choar
him and because no great intereat in him.,
such as he had seen In New York and
Atlantle City, was displayed here

Thaw's HBroad Street Htatlon orowd
wasn't large It numbered, according to
five estimuates, 180 persons, Including com-
muters, traln hands, newspapsr boys, po-
lice, detectiven and newspaper men.

TRIUMPHAL ENTRY TO CITY.

The passnge of Thaw from the Delles
vue-Stratford, where ha spent the nlght,
